INTRODUCTORY 


In  placing  this  fine  collection  in  my  hands,  Mr.  Conover  wrote 
me  as  follows: 

“I  have  finally  decided  that  I will  dispose  of  my 
coins.  I came  to  this  decision  with  considerable  re- 
gret, as  it  marks  the  closing  chapter  of  what  has  been 
a pastime  to  me  for  the  last  25  or  30  years. 

“I  have  also  decided  to  put  their  sale  in  your  hands 
deferring  to  your  judgment  as  to  the  manner,  time 
and  place.” 

This  collection  therefore  represents  the  numismatic  efforts  extend- 
ing for  a period  of  upward  of  a quarter  of  a century,  and  is  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  finest  collections  offered  in  recent  years.  Everything  numis- 
matic, especially  in  choice  condition,  appealed  to  Mr.  Conover. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  call  attention  to  any  special  parts  of  the 
collection,  but  the  unusually  choice  state  of  preservation  of  practically 
the  entire  collection  is  worthy  of  note.  This,  together  with  the  many 
rarities,  gives  you  the  opportunity  of  improving  as  well  as  adding  to 
your  collection. 

Of  special  interest  is  the  COMPLETE  collection  of  all  dates  of 
United  States  Half  Cents  with  the  rarities  of  1796,  1831,  1836,  1840, 
1841,  1842,  1843,  1844,  1845,  1846,  1847,  1848  and  1852. 

The  Large  Cents  contain  only  one  of  each  date  but  includes  some 
magnificent  specimens. 

All  silver  coins  from  1856  to  1913  are  in  proof  condition.  The 
silver  dollars  are  complete  excepting  only  the  1804;  with  1836,  1838, 
1839,  1851,  1852  and  1858.  The  Half  Dollars,  1794,  to  date,  with  1796 
and  1797. 

The  Quarter  Dollars  include  a proof  1796,  a fine  1823  and  a proof 
1827.  Dimes  are  complete  with  choice  early  dates.  The  Half  Dimes 
include  a fine  specimen  of  the  1802. 

In  the  gold  section  nearly  everything  is  either  uncirculated  or 
proof  and  includes  such  rarities  as  the  Half  Eagles  of  1795  heraldic 
eagle,  1797,  1821  and  1833.  Quarter  Eagles,  1804  to  date  with  many 
very  rare  mint  marks;  1845  O,  1854  D.  Etc.  Three-Dollar  gold,  a 
brilliant  proof  1873  and  other  rare  dates.  Gold  Dollars  complete  with 
a fine  specimen  of  the  1861  D.  mint  and  a proof  of  1875. 

Pioneer  Gold  includes  the  finest  known  Bechtler  $2.50  variety 
with  75  G;  one  of  the  finest  known  Mormon  $20.00;  a practically  uncir- 
culated Moffatt  $20.00;  a fine  Wass,  Molitor  & Co.  $50.00  gold  piece, 
round.  Etc. 

There  is  also  a nice  lot  of  foreign  gold  and  silver  and  ancient  Greek 
and  Roman  coins. 


THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  COINS 


in  this  collection,  with  few  exceptions  are  very  fine  or  proof.  In  cata- 
logueing  I have  used  great  care  to  accurately  describe  the  true  state 
of  preservation  of  the  coins.  I believe  my  standard  is  a very  liberal 
one,  and  from  the  large  number  of  bidders  represented  at  my  sales  I 
believe  my  standard  is  recognized  as  such.

DOUBLE  EAGLES,  or  $20. 

24  1850  Head  of  Liberty  L.,  diadem  on  which  LIBERTY,  13  stars 
around;  date  below.  Rev.,  small  eagle  with  shield  and  scroll; 
around,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  TWENTY  D. 
Uncirculated,  mint  luster.  First  year  of  issue  for  circulation. 
Rare,  especially  so  in  this  choice  condition. 

25  1891  Brilliant  proof,  unusually  strong  impression.  Only  1,442 
coined.  Very  rare  in  any  condition  and  extremely  so  in  proof. 

26  1892  Perfect  brilliant  proof.  Only  4,523  coined  of  all  kinds. 
Extremely  rare  in  proof. 

27  1893  Brilliant  proof  with  partly  wire  edge.  Extremely  rare. 
Seldom  offered.  .Some  of  the  largest  collections  did  not  have 
this  coin,  not  even  in  the  proof  sets. 

28  1907  The  new  St.  Gaudens  type,  high  relief,  date  in  Roman 
numerals,  lettered  edge.  Wire  edge  variety.  Uncirculated. 
Scarce  and  getting  in  demand. 

29  1907  Another  as  last.  Uncirculated,  mint  luster. 

30  1907  The  second  issue  of  same  type  but  date  in  figures  and  low 
relief.  Uncirculated,  mint  luster.  Very  scarce. 

EAGLES,  or  $10. 

31  1797  Bust  of  Liberty  facing  R.,  6 stars  before  and  10  behind 
head,  the  word  LIBERTY  above  and  to  right,  and  date  below. 
Rev.,  heraldic  eagle,  thirteen  stars  around  its  head;  UNITED 
.STATES  OF  AMERICA  around.  Uncirculated,  with  brilliant 
mint  luster  and  considerable  proof  surface.  Very  choice  and 
rare.  Plate  I. 
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32  1799  Variety  as  last,  but  with  5 stars  to  right  and  8 stars  to  left 
of  head.  Uncirculated,  brilliant  mint  luster.  Every  star  filled. 
Rare  so  choice.  Plate  I. 

33  1800  Variety  with  die  break  connecting  IBERT  of  LIBERTY. 
Uncirculated,  mint  luster.  Rare. 

34  1801  Extremely  fine,  with  considerable  mint  luster. 

35  1803  Small  stars  on  reverse ; leaf  on  laurel  branch  distant  from 
I in  AMERICA.  Uncirculated,  brilliant  semi-proof  surface. 
Well  struck  with  every  star  filled,  and  perfectly  centered.  Very 
rare  so  choice.  Plate  I. 

36  1804  Very  fine.  Very  rare.  Plate  I. 

No  eagles  coined  from  1805  to  1837  inclusive. 

37  1839  Small  head  of  Liberty  L.  Uncirculated,  mint  luster.  Rare. 

38  1841  Small  edge  dent,  practically  Unc.,  mint  luster.  Very 
scarce. 

39  1842  Small  date.  Brilliant  uncirculated.  Rare  so  choice. 

40  1843  New  Orleans  mint.  Light  scratch  in  obverse  field  hardly 
noticeable.  Extremely  fine,  practically  uncirculated.  Scarce. 

41  1847  Uncirculated,  brilliant  mint  luster. 

42  1856  Uncirculated,  mint  luster.  Rare  so  choice. 

43  1861  Uncirculated,  with  brilliant  semi-proof  surface,  nearly 
equal  to  a brilliant  proof.  Quite  rare. 

44  1869  Brilliant  proof.  Only  1,855  of  all  kinds  struck;  undoubt- 
edly not  more  than  ten  or  twelve  proofs  coined.  Extremely 
rare. 

45  1880  Uncirculated ; frosty  mint  surface. 

46  1882  Uncirculated,  brilliant  mint  luster. 

47  1883  Date  distant  from  bust.  Uncirculated. 

48  1885  Magnificent  brilliant  proof.  Extremely  rare. 

49  1891  Brilliant  proof.  Wire  edge.  Rare. 

50  1892  Brilliant  proof.  Yellow  gold.  Wire  edge.  Rare. 

51  1893  Brilliant  proof.  Rare. 

52  1907  The  new  St.  Gaudens  type;  flat  edge  without  periods.  Un- 
circulated. 

53  1907  St.  Gaudens  First  issue.  Rolled  edge  with  periods.  The 
excessively  rare  variety  of  which  only  50  specimens  were 
coined.  Uncirculated.  Plate  I. 

HALF  EAGLES,  or  $5.00. 

54  1795  First  year  of  issue.  Draped  bust  of  Liberty,  wearing  cap, 
facing  to  right ; five  stars  to  right  and  ten  to  left  of  head ; 
LIBERTY  above  and  to  right,  date  below;  Rev.  small  eagle 
with  outstretched  wings  standing  on  laurel  branch,  hold- 
ing an  olive  wreath  in  beak ; around  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AAIERICA.  Edge  milled.  1 of  date  does  not  touch  hair.  Rev., 
the  opening  of  wreath  in  center  of  space  between  S.  O.  Ex- 
tremely fine  with  considerable  mint  luster.  Rare  and  in  demand. 
Plate  i. 
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55  1795  Obverse  of  same  type  as  preceding,  but  date  close  and 
1 and  5 touching  bust.  Reverse  HERALDIC  EAGLE  with  16 
stars  around  head,  band  of  clouds  in  curved  line  from  wing  to 
wing;  bunch  of  arrows  in  eagle’s  right  talon  and  laurel  branch 
in  left.  Practically  uncirculated  with  considerable  mint  luster. 
Excessively  rare,  seldom  offered.  Plate  I. 

56  1797  Perfect  date.  As  first  type  of  1795,  fifteen  stars.  Small 
eagle.  Wreath  does  not  touch  S nor  O';  end  of  laurel  branch 
touches  A.  Variety  with  the  very  faint  die  break  through  Lib- 
erty cap  and  very  faintly  in  field  below  eagle’s  wings.  Ex- 
tremely fine,  with  considerable  mint  luster ; in  fact  it  is  prac- 
tically Uncirculated.  Excessively  rare  and  one  of  our  rarest 
early  gold  coins.  Plate  I. 

57  1798  Obverse  as  last.  Five  stars  to  right  and  eight  to  left  of 
head.  Large  date.  Extremely  fine,  mint  luster.  Rare.  Plate  I. 

58  1799  Perfect  date.  Stars  on  reverse  perfectly  arranged,  6 in 
top  row  and  5 in  second  row  and  1 before  and  behind  head  of 
eagle.  Uncirculated  brilliant  mint  luster.  Rare. 

59  1800  Die  break  on  edge  above  NIT  of  UNITED,  and  above 
first  T of  STATES.  Brilliant  uncirculated. 

None  coined  in  1801. 

60  1802  over  ’01  as  all  are.  Die  break  on  edge  at  F in  OF.  Very 
fine. 

61  1803  over  ’02  as  all  are.  Otherwise  perfect  die.  Uncirculated, 
brilliant  mint  luster.  Rare  so  choice. 

62  1804  Perfect  date;  so-called  large  4.  Very  fine.  Rare. 

63  1805  Top  of  figure  5 on  bust.  Uncirculated. 

64  1806  Round  top  6.  Six  stars  before  bust  and  seven  behind. 
Extremely  fine. 

65  1807  New  type.  Bust  of  Liberty  L.,  wearing  large  cap  ; on  band 
of  cap  LIBERTY  incused.  Seven  stars  before  and  six  behind 
head.  Rev.  defiant  eagle  with  upraised  wings,  shield  on  breast, 
olive  branch  in  right  talon  and  three  arrows  in  left.  E PLURI- 
BUS  UNUM  incused  on  scroll  above;  around,  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  5 D.  Milled  edge.  Extremely  fine, 
with  mint  luster. 

66  1808  Uncirculated.  Every  star  filled.  Mint  luster.  Plate  I. 

67  1809  Practically  uncirculated,  every  star  filled. 

68  1810  Large  date.  Extremely  fine,  about  uncirculated,  mint 
luster. 

69  1811  Small  5.  Practically  uncirculated,  mint  luster. 

70  1812  5 distant  from  D.  Extremely  fine,  practically  uncirculated. 

71  1813  Head  of  Liberty  undraped  L.,  wearing  large  soft  cap, 
band  inscribed  LIBERTY,  13  stars  around,  date  below.  Rev! 
as  preceding  type.  Uncirculated.  Sharp  stars  and  well  struck. 
Very  scarce. 

72  1818  Extremely  fine,  brilliant  mint  luster,  in  fact  equal  to  a 
brilliant  uncirculated  specimen.  Variety  with  lowest  star 
touching  hair.  Rare.  Plate  I. 
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73  1821  Practically  uncirculated,  brilliant  mint  luster;  only  high- 
est portions  show  evidence  of  circulation,  which  undoubtedly  is 
due  to  cabinet  friction  only.  Perfectly  centered.  Well  struck 
with  sharp  stars.  Excessively  rare.  One  of  the  rarest  half 
eagles.  Plate  I. 

74  1833  Wide  date.  Beautiful  uncirculated  S])eciinen.  Bright 
mint  luster.  Extremely  rare  and  choice.  Plate  I. 

75  1834  New  type.  Small  head  of  Liberty  facing  L.,  hair  bound 
by  ribbon  on  which  is  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  raised  letters. 
Thirteen  stars,  date  below.  Rev.  defiant  eagle,  similar  to  pre- 
ceding type;  around,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  5 D. 
in  small  letters.  Uncirculated,  brilliant  semi-proof  surface. 

76  1835  Very  fine.  Scarce.
